VOTES TO BE CANVASSED

Next legal step to officially 
place the district north of Sev- 
enth street within the Upland 
- city limits will be taken by the 
Upland city council April 4. ae | 
that time the votes cast in the | 
ennexation election last Thurs- 
day will be canvassed. First 
reading is also scheduled to be 
given an ordinance accepting the 
district. The ordinance is 
scheduled to be adopted at the 
council meeting April 18. Thirty 
days after publication of the or- 
dinance the territory will offic- 
jally become a part of Upland. 

In other words, “North On- 
tario will officially become Up- 
land about May 18. 

In the meantime, however, Up- 
land officials will make a study 
of that district’s water equip- 
ment, inspect the streets and 
otherwise prepare to make im- 
provements. 

Estimated expenditures . by the 
city of Upland in improving that 
area total several thousands of 
‘ dollars. Richard G. Manley, city 
service manager, said today he 
had not investigated condition of 

the water pipe lines, but he in- 
dicated that it would be several 
years before the taxes from that 
district would equal the amount 
the city would expend in im- 
provements there. 

A legal question arises as to 
which city, Upland or Ontario, 
will get the 1935 taxes. Ontario 
officials have anncunced that On- 
tario will get them. Upland ot- 
ficials have declared that Upland 
_is entitled to them and that this 
city will seek to get the money. 

Annual tax payments from 
that district to Upland will be 
approximately $3000, the several 
packing associations paying the 
bulk of the total. 

Expressions of approval  fol- 
lowed the vote of the residents 
in the district to join Upland. 
The vote was 136 to 83.

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It’s Good News to Many When F. A. Dickley 
Tells Prospectors Value of Their Gold Ore 





F. A. Dickley is in a business 

of giving good news to people. 

e is an assayer. Gold nugget 
hunters come to him with their 
ores. They await his analysis. 

To many persons recently he has 
given good news. To others his 

report is disappointing. 

To two persons recently he 
reported that their sample ore 
indicated a value of $112 a ton 
and $84 a ton. 


“More people than ever are 
hunting for gold mines,” the 
local assayer explained. “And 
many of them are finding good 
ore. Of course, they don’t want 
their names mentioned but I can 
tell you that some very good de- 
posits have been found.” 

Mr. Dickley is one of the few 


| 


assayers in the citrus district. 
He is closer to the San Bernar- 
dino mountains than other as- 
sayers, so he gets many calls 
from hopeful, ambitious persons. 
In the rear of his residence on 
Foothill boulevard he maintains 
assaying equipment. It is a 
very technical process that en- 
ables him to tell the prospector 
if his ore is valuable. 

“How about it, is there gold 
in the Carbon canyon district ?” 
he was asked, due to a recent. re- 
port of a “find.” 

“There is some, but I don’t 
know how much,” the Uplander 
replied. “Along that new Fifth 
street road west of Pomona you 
can see gold, but I doubt if the 
gold is very valuable.”

Mr. Boddy’s last appearance on 
the Chaffey campus was in> 1933 
when, he spoke before a large 
audience on the subject of ‘‘Tech- 
nocracy.” He has worked in the 
newspaper and magazine fields for 
the past 18 years and therefore 
speaks from a background of ex- 
perience. 

Previous to his newspaper work 
Mr. Boddy attended Washington 
State college and the University of 
Montana. Out of college, his first 
position was a district sales man- 
agership for the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica. He gave up this position 
to serve in the World war. 

In 1929, he accepted a position 
as distribution manager of the 
Current History and the Mid-Week 
Pictorial magazines. He organ- 
ized and published the Mexican 
Year-Book of 1921. 

The eighth lecture of the series 
will be given on April 4, by Dr. 
Graham Laing, professor of eco- 
nomics at the California Institute 
of Technology. “The Menace of 
Fascism” will be his topic,

Junior Welfare League Issues 
Call for Discarded 
Garments 


Many calls for clothing of all 
kinds are being received at the 
Welfare shop and the supply is 
very low, it was reported during 
a meeting of the Junior Welfare 
League held Friday afternoon at 


the home of Mrs. Webster H. 
Thomas on West Twenty-third 
street. 


The meeting was conducted by 
Mrs. Clair E. Kirk, president of 
the League, and the major portion 
of the time was devoted to a dis- 
cussion of the shop activities. 

Very small charges are made 
for the articles of used clothing 
gathered and distributed by the 
shop, the revenue being used to 
carry on the welfare work until 
another benefit event can be held. 

The demand for used clothing 
is urgent and cannot be met by 
the shop unless more contributions 
are made by residents of the city 
who have outgrown and discarded 
clothing on hand.

Monday; Funeral To

Addison Chester Dewey, a resi- 
dent of Upland for the past 35 
years, died at noon Monday at 
his home, 733 First avenue, his 
death resulting from a paralytic 
stroke suffered 10 days ago. A 
previous stroke was suffered by 
Mr. Dewey a few years ago, but 
he made a gallant and determin- 
ed fight and seemed to have en- 
tirely recovered from the attack. 

Mr. Dewey was born in Farm- 
ington, Ill., and he was 73 years 
old. He had lived in California for 
52 years, coming to this state 
from Kansas City. He lived in 
Cucamonga and Riverside for a

land 35 years ago. 

Mr. Dewey was a retired hor- 
ticulturist and during his active 
days he directed the planting of 
many acres of lemon trees in the 
Upland district. 

Surviving Mr. Dewey are his 
wife and two brothers, Charles A. 
Dewey of Upland and W. B. Dew- 
ey of Eugene, Ore.; also two nieces 
and a nephew. 

Funeral service will be held at 
2:30 Thursday afternoon at Stone's 
funeral chapel, the Rev. Shirley R.

Attorneys Prepare 
For Injunction in 

Power Line Battle | 





City attorneys of five 
ipalities today prepared them- 
selves for legal action against 
the Los Angeles bureau of light 
and power. In Pomona this 
morring the attorneys discussed 
possible steps to be taken in pre- 
venting the L. A. bureau to 
build its power lines across 
the southland’s valuable residen- 
tial district. 

Upland is scheduled to be a 
party to any suit, but City At- 
torney Edward E. Gray was un- 
able to attend this morning’s 
Pomona City Attorney 
said that-no definite steps 
taken, but that the attor- 
neys were getting ready to file 
an injunction against the Los 
Angeles bureau. 

As this legal angle was being 
prepared, other interested groups 
were secking to get leaders of 
the bureau to select a more south- 
erly route for its power line that 
will bring from Hoover dam an 
immense flow of electricity. 

In other words, all that is 
possible to protect the adjacent 
foothills is being done, accord- 
ing to reports from various

Metropolitan District Prepares 
For Line Here—Survey- 
ors Bnd Work 


Early start in the construction 
of the Metropolitan Water dis- 
trict distribution line on Fifth 
street in Ontario was indicated 
today, with efforts being under } 
way to obtain right-of-ways for 
the line. 

Preliminary survey for 
struction of the line has been 
|nearly completed and for that 
reascn nine men have been trans- 
ferred from the Upland office to 
the Los Angeles office of the 
district. A crew of six men on 
a well rig was sent here as the 
surveyors were transferred to 
Los Angeles. The new crew is 
drilling down 20 feet at about 
every quarter mile along the 
route to obtain samples of the 
under ground. 

The Metropolitan Water dis- 
trict is in no way connected with 
the Los Angeles bureau of power 
and light. Resentment of per- 
sons against the L. A. bureau 
for its power line construction 
should in no way be reflected on 
the water district, a local spokes- 
man declared. 

A fair price for the water line 
right of way will be paid, it was 
assured. 

The line, built of concrete, will 
be 10 feet in diameter and it will | 
be placed five feet under the sur- 
face. The right-of-way will be 
only for placing of the line, pay-' 
ment to be made for damage of 
the property as the result of 
construction. Placing of the line

Rainfall te Delay 
Start of Pumping 


Irrigation season of the San 
Antonio Water Co. will be start- 
ed April 1 but it is expected on- 





lly a small number of the 
|citrus growers will use the water. 
| Thanks to the more than av- 
erage rainfall and snow in the 
|adjacent mountains, it is proba- 
|ble that the company will not 
‘have to start its pumps until 
July 1. Run-off in the canyons 
| is expected to be sufficient to 
| supply the irrigation needs until 
| July 1. 

Advantages of heavy rains 
lare seen in the comparison of 
ithe irigation records for last 


year with the proposed schedule 
|for this year. On about March 
115, 1934, growers began using 
irrigation water on a_ regular 
schedule, and the company’s 
pumps were started a short time 
later. Pumping was continued 
throughout the summer until late 
in the fall. 

The rain so far this year has

|vice, Dr. J. M. Pfiffner, instructor 
in the University of Southern 
California, addressed the morn- 
ing session of the public forum 
on national and international in- 
terests held in Ontario hotel Mon- 
day under the sponsorship of 
Mrs. Alfred R. Kipp, his address 
being followed in the afternoon 
by three outstanding discussions 
presented by young college stu- 
dents. ‘ 

The morning forum was con- 
ducted by Mrs. Kipp who  pre- 
sented three questions: How 
can the highest type of American 
youth be encouraged to go into 
government service? How can he 
do so when offices are elective, 
and, How can important govern- 
ment posts be adequately oper- 
ated by untrained men? 

Dr. Pifffmer told of the in- 
creasing use of civil service and 
explained the various agencies, 
both practical and academic, tnat 
have been established to train 
men for government service. The 
gigantic task of operating gov- 
ernment, from municipal to na- 
ticn, can no longer be efficiently 
accomplished by the “butcher, 
the baker, and the candlestick 
maker,” he declared. 

Following the noon luncheon 
the afternoon session was held 
with the three students being 
presented, Jimmie Jen Lu 
Chung of Peking, a junior in 
Pomona college, spoke on the 
modernizing of China by the 
young students who have studied 
in America. One of the _ big 
problems in China, he said, is 
the many phases of “revolu- 
tion,” or reform, being carried 
on at the same time. Old tradi- 
tions and beliefs are being brok- 
en down and the young Chinese 
are beginning to formulate a 
new code of living, one that em- 








phasizes one’s relations to his 
fellowmen. 

Presenting the view of the 
present day American youth 
from his own standpoint, Forest 
Coulson, of Chaffey junior col- 
lege, referred to the present con- 


dition of “wholesome upheaval” 
and expressed the opinion that 
one should not restrict his read- 
ing and study to one side of a 


question, Urging a sympathetic 
attitude in the study of move- 
ments in other nations, he said 


each nation should try to under- 
stand the causes of the other na- 
tions’ problems and to look up- 
on their citizens as fellowmen 
trying to find a way out of their 
troubles.
